Mrs. Kurkamp had no baggage, no 
money, and not even a hat. Every- 
thing had been lost in her desperate 
struggle with all sorts of difficulties 
to get from Germany to Ireland. 

“Mother has had a dreadful experi- 
ence,” Mr. Woodside, Jr., said to a rep- 
resentative of- The Constitution in the 
Knickerbocker last evening. “The 
physicians told her that it would be 
fatal to attempt to move my father 
in his state. 

“In her dilemma he was consulted 
and he demanded that he be taken back 
to his own land. He said h@ might be 
going to die, but if he had to die, he 
was going to die headed for home. He 
compelled them to have him moved to 
Queenstown and they got passage 
aboard the Anchor line vessel. 

“The care and kindness of the offi- 
clals aboard that steamship, the Cwo- 
lumbia, again saved his life. They 
could get nothing put steerage accom- 
modations. The ports had to be kept 
closed. Father was dying, fighting tor 
breath and that close atmosphere 
would certainly have killed him. 

“The steamship people discovered his 
condition. They had no staterooms 
to offer so they actflally built a cabin 
for him_on the deck, at the top of the 
main cabin stairs. Ever body who went 
up or down had to walk around it. 

“That saved father’s life beyond a 
doubt. My mother did not know a 
soul aboard that vessél and those who 
came to her aid and my father’s were 
entire strangers, but we would like to 
meet a whole lot more like them.”

ITALY AND GREECE 


TO JOIN CONFLICT. 

Diplomats here believe that Tur- 
key’s entry into the conflict would 
mean the immediate alignment of 
Italy, as well as Greece, on the side of 
Great Britain, France, Russia, Servia, 
Montenegro and Roumania. Just 
what the attitude of Bulgaria will 
be is a matter of uncertainty, 
though the Turkish ambassador 
here gave out a statement to- 
day speaking of the community of in- 
terest of Bulgaria and Turkey. The 
Turkish situation was watched with 
deepest concern by diplomats because 
of the imminence of a general war in 
the Balkans and extension of the war 
drama to all of eastern Europe. 

The official statement of the big Ger- 
man victory against the Russians at- 
tracted wide attention. Military ob- 
servers pointed out that if the number 
ef Russians taken prisoner had’ been 
correctly estimated at 70,000 there must 
have been great casualties, no mention 
of which is made. 


THREE RUSS CORPS 
ARE ANNIHILATED. 


The dispatch says: “Official report 


lof the victory atAllenstein shows that 


it was even greater than known before. 
Three Russian army corps were anni- 
hilated. Seventy thousands prisoners 
were taken, including two commanding 
generals, three hundred officers and 
the complete artillery of the Russian 
army.”

The operations of German aeroplanes over Paris have been watched with 
equanimity by the people. The first day the operations caused some nervous- 
ness among the women; the second day it was an old story and the third day 
they provoked for the most part sarcastic remarks for the inefficfency of 
German marksmanship.

Turkey to War for Kaiser’ 

Rome, September 1.—(Via Paris, 1:20 p. m)—A telegram 

_feceived in Rome from Berlin’ announces the mobilization of the 
Turkish army. 

- Following the advice of Field Marshal Baron von der Glotz, it 
‘is stated the Turkish government will form an army of the first line 
composed of 200,000 men, all Mohammedans. : 

Seventy-two superior German officers, forming the German 
military mission at Constantinople, have been: incorporated in the 
Turkish army and will participate in the war. 

The presence of the German officers in the army is interpreted 
to mean that Turkey will fight at the side of Germany. 

Washington, September 1.—Great Britain has asked the United 
States to take care of her diplomatic interests in Turkey in case of 
emergency.. 


Austrian Defeat Colossal 


London, September 1.—(5:10 p. m.)—The Central News publishes a 
dispatch from Rome, saying telegrams received there from Bucharest, 
Roumania, declare that the Austrian defeat in Galicia was colossal. Trains 
are transporting tens of thousands of wounded. Many Austrian regiments 
have been destroyed. 

A dispatch to The Times from St. Petersburg gives the following com- 

ment on the Russian operations against the Austrians: 
. “The Russian operations against the Austrians are considered by recog- 
nized military writers to have reached the stage when decisive victories may 
be within reach. The capture of the railroad center, forty miles south of 
Lemberg, involves the rupture of railway communication with the Austrian 
fortresses on the Dniester and in Bukovina. Thus the southern. part of 
Galicia, as well as Bukovina, is severed from the remaining portions of 
Galicia except by a circuitous route across the Carpathians. As a result the 
iron ring is closing around Lemberg.”

St. Petersburg Now Petrograd 


London; September 1.—(10 a. m.)—A dispatch to the Reuter Telegram 
company from St. Petersburg says that by imperial order the city of St. 
‘Petersburg, capital of the Russian empire since 1712, will henceforth be 
known as Petrograd. This change eliminates the Teuton construction in the 
Name by which the chief city of Russia has been known since it was founded 


by Peter the Great in 1703. 


New York, September 1.—Dow Jones & Co., publishers of The Wall Street 
Journal, published the following item on their news tickers today: 


“London—Censorship was suddenly tightened at noon without warning. 
Numerous dispatches relating to operations in France and Belgium were held 


up by the government’s orders.” 


“Foregoing dispatch is highly significant. 
“Operations in Belgium’ may relate to a rear attack on Germans by 


British troops reported to have landed at Ostend.”

London, September 1.—(6 p. m.)—The Antwerp correspondent of an 
Amsterdam newspaper sayg a French biplane appeared over Brussels Satur- 
day, and in a hail of German bullets twice circled the town, dropping 
pamphlets containing the message: “Take courage; deliverance soon!” 
The aviator then made off, after giving spectators a daring performance of 
the loop-the-loop. 

The correspondent adds that all saloons and cafes in Brussels close at 9 
o’clock in the evening. German soldiers there are behaving properly, but 
their officers are accused of arrogance. 

The Germans have ordered a Brussels firm to make a German flag, 
which they say they intend to hoist over the Hiffel tower in Paris. 

General Jakowski, who has succeeded General Count von Arnim as com- 
mander at Brussels, is living in the national palace. The Grand Duke of 


Mecklenburg is residing in the city with half his military staff.

“Sire: Belgium having had to 
choose between the sacrifice of her 
honor and the peril. of war, did not 
hesitate. She opposed the brutal ag- 
Sression committed by a power which 
was one of the guarantors of.her nheu- 
trality. In this critical situation it is 
for our country an estimable tower of 
strength to see coming resolute and 
immediate intervention by great and 
powerful England. 

“Commissioned by his majesty the 
king of the Belgians with a mission to 
the president of the United States, we 
considered it our duty to make a stay 
inthe capital of the British empire to 
convey to your majesty a respectful 
and ardent expression of the gratitude 
of the Belgian nation.”

“Despite all this suffering in Bel- 
gium, which has been made the per- 
sonification of outraged right, the 
country is resolute in fulfilling to the 
utmost her duties towards Europe. 
Whatever may happen, she must defend 
her existence, her honor and her lib- 
erty.” ' 

King George replied that Great Brit- 
ain would support Belgium and that he 
was grateful for the gallant Belgian 
resistance. He added that he was 
shocked at the reports of German bru- 
tality.

These trenches, 
the Belgian officers explained to me, 
had been*dug by the Belgians and oc- 
cupied by them until the great army 
of advancing Germans forced them to 
retreat. As the German infantry mount- 
ed the breastworks in front of the 
trenches, the retreating Belgians pour- 
ed a murderous fire into their ranks 
and their bodies fell in the trenches. 
Then, the Belgians officers said, their 
men mowed down more Germans with 
a deadly crossfire which not only filled 
up the trenches with bodies, but left 
many Piled on top of one another on 
the breastworks and the ground 
near by.” |

“Ae regards the rumors concerning 
the reformation of a Balkan alliance 
against Turkey, I desire to state that 
they are absolutely false,” said the 
ambassador. 

“What appears to be conclusive as 
to that is that the Turkish-Bulgarian 
committee, which had been formed 
just before the war to consider means 
of furthering the interests of the two 
countries, has held several meetings 
since the opening of the European hos- 
tilities, and at these meetings both the 
Turkish and Bulgarian members deliv- 
ered earnest addresses commenting 
upon the community of interest of the 
two countries. 

“What is even more significant is 
that the semi-official Bulgarian news- 
paper, The Politica, states that the ob- 
ject of the committee enjoys the sym- 
pathy of all the educated circles in 
Bulgaria. This would mean that Bul- 
garia, which, on account of her acci- 
dent of language, was joined to the 
Slav nations, now disclaims a commu- 
nity of interest with the Slav people 
and proclaims herself a sister nation

ARMORED AUTOS SENT

Manufacturers Have Right to 
Sell But Not to Dis- 


criminate. 


Washington, September 1.—A decla- 
ration from the state department to 
American manufacturers of war mate- 
rial, pointing out the restriction on 


such shipments imposed by American 
neutrality in the European war, will be 
requested by the house foreign affairs 
committee. This decision was reached 
today by the committee, after a long 
discussion of the Bartholdt, resolution 
calling for information.as to steps 
taken by this government to prevent 
Violations of neutrality and asserting 
that armored automobiles and guns 
were being Expegee to England and 
France via Canada from American fac- 
tories. 

Representative Bartholdt said that 
he had received protests from German- 
American citizens against such ship- 
ments as a discrimination against Ger- 
many and Austria. 

The committee agreed that Ameri- 
can manufacturers had the right to 
sell, at their own risk, to any govern- 
ment, provided they do not discrimi- 
nate between belligerents. As Ger- 
many is not in a position to insure 
transportation, Representative Bar- 
tholdt suggested ‘that the state de- 
partment warn manufacturers to use 
extreme care to avoid even the ap- 
pearance of discrimination. 

The committee took no action on

Resourcefulness/ of Captain 
Prevents Disaster on Ex- 
cursion Steamer on Lake | 


12 Miles From Chicage. | 


Chicago, September 1.—The lives of 
three hundred passengers of the excur- 
sion boat City of Chicago, which caught 
fire about twelve miles out from this, 


harbor in Lake Michigan, at 5 o’clock | 
this morning, were saved by the re-, 


sourcefulness of Captain Oscar Bjork. | o 


The wireless failing to work, Cap- 
tain Bjork ordered the engines full 
speed ahead and 45 minutes later the 
big boat with a carrying capacity of 
2,600 passengers sank her bow into the 


government pier and was wedged fast! 


The stern sank a few feet owing to} 
the water which had accumulated in| 
the hold. 

All through the ordeal the officers 
and crew stuck to their posts, although 
the stokers and enginemen were chok- 
ing with the smoke and flames were 
bursting from the upper works. 

To avoid panic the passengers, near- 
ly all of whom were asleep in their 
cabins, were not notified to come on 
deck until the pier was dimly visible. 

“Women and children first,” ordered 
Captain Bjork and the male passengers 
as well as the crew stood back. Most 
of them were thrown from their feet 
when the boat struck the pier. 

The plight of the ship had been seen 
from shore and seven tugs, two fire 
tugs and two excursion steamers were 
on the scene almost as soon as the 
City of Chicago struck. 

Passengers descended to the pier, 
which ‘forms a long breakwater at the 
entrance to the harbor and were later 
brought into the city on the rescuing 
craft. 

The flames were subdued after a 
three-hours’ fight by the fire tugs and 
excursion boats. 

The City of Chicago left Benton 
Harbor, Mich., 85 miles from Chicago, 
shortly before midnight. The fire 
started in an air shaft leading into the 
cook’s galley amidships. The boat car- 
ried a full cargo of fruit in baskets. 
These baskets, made of flimsy wood, 
caught fire and spread the flames with 
great rapidity. 

The passengers lost most of their 
baggage.

In this event, she could have carried 
the girls into Mexico, and, when Beat- 
rice Nelms demanded an explanation, 
she likely htred a peon to commit the 
murder for $10, which is altogether 
possible.”

Hoke Smith Urges Diversified | 
Crops to Solve Cotton Problem 


Macon, Ga. September 1.—(Special.) 
Senator Hoke Smith, who was a domi- 
nating and popular figure at the state 
democratic convention, was greeted 
with thunderous applause when he 
arose to make his speech of acceptance 
of his nomination to succeed himself 
as Georgia’s senior United States sen- 
ator. He was repeatedly applauded 
throughout his speech, which, in part, 
follows: 

“Mr. Chairman and Members of the 
Convention: From the bottom of my 
heart I thank yqu, and I send to those 
whom you represent my thanks for the 


nineteenth of August. 

Senator Smith also thanked the peo- 
ple of Georgia for their indorsement 
of the Wilson administration as indi- 
cated through their returu of him- 
self to the senate. He enumerated the 
progressive legislative measures pass- 
ed by the administration and declared 
that Woodrow Wilson will be nomi- 
nated and elected to succeed himself. 
Senator Smith continued as follows on 
the cotton situation brought about by 
the European war: 

Would Relieve Situation. 

“We have sought to relieve the situa- 
tion as we could by national legisls- 
tion. 
currency bill of a number of its strin- 
gent features and have enough to fur- 
nish through it an increased circula- 
tion of currency to meet the demands 

2f the people. 
action would reach to state banks as 
well as national banks. Later it was 
determined that the Vreelarnd-Aldrich 
bill, under which the emergency cur- 
rency was issued, could not include 
State banks. We have, however, ob- 
tained rulings which recognize ware- 
house receipts for cotton as security 
under the terms of that bill giving 
them a standing along with bonds and 
sécurities of that class. The same rul- 
ing has been made with reference to 
our federal resérve banks, and our fed- 
eral reserve banks, I have no doubt, 
will organize in Atlanta within the 
next forty days. 

“We have passed through the senate 
a bill for government supervision of 
cotton warehouses where the~ owners 
of warehouses desire it. - These meas- 
ures will help, but I have reached the 
conclusion myself that in the south 
the state bank is really closer to the 
farmer than any other bank, and that 
we must do something to enlarge the 
currency of the state banks to really 
substantially help the situation. 

“Finally, however, I wish to give you 
this suggestion with reference to the 
cotton situation.” A large part, in my 
judgment, at least one-third, of the 
demand for lint cotton will be cut off 
during the next twelve months by the 
failure of the mills to operate. It is 
possible that this condition may con- 
tinue through at least part of next 
year. 

“We cannot meet this situation Dy 
simply furnishing money to handle 
distressed cotton. If another crop next 
year is raised similar in size to the 
present crop, nothing will prevent the

lowest price of cotton next fall that 
has been known in twenty years. 
Urges Diversified Crops. 

“If, on the other hand, the farmers 
of the south begin this fall planting 
their cotton lands in wheat and oats 
and other foodstuffs; if by the first 
of next April it is known that one- 
half of our cotton lands are planted 
in foodstuffs and that the cotton crop 
of next year will be reduced one-half, 
the financial pressure will be off the 
south. It will give confidence in the 
intelligent business Judgment of the 
farmers of the south and the cotton 
that we hold will at once demand a good 
price. If there could be any guaran- 
tee today that the cotton crop would 
be reduced one-half next year, there 
would now be an immediate market 
for every bale of cotton which is 
brought to town. 

“The greatest difficulty which con- 
fronts us is not so much furnishing 
the money to finance the present crop, 
as the fear that next year’s crop, by 
its size, will destroy the value of the 
présent crop. 

“My urgent advice is that eteps be 
taken in every county in the state to 
at once cut off and dedicate to food- 
stuffs one-half of the cotton lands, and 
that farmers, having pledged them- 
selves to this course, live up to it. 

Co-Operation Needed. 

“We must meet the problem that 
confronts us for the next six months 
by mutual forbearance; by sympa- 
thetic co-operation. No honest , man 
who seeks to pay must be crowded for 
debts. We must economize. 
We must realize the situation. 
We must bear ourselves 
courage and with manhood. 
promise you it will only 
months if next epring the fact is es- 
tablished that one-half the cotton 
lands of the south have been planted in 
foodstuffs. They will be profitable to 
the grower and the next six months 
of hardship will prove a blessing if it 
changes the south from a one-crop séc- 
tion to a section that uses its cotton 
as its surplus product and produces 
for itself all that its people need and 
a surplus of foodstuffs to sell. 

“The condition with reference to our 
country as a whole is not only one of 
but temporary depression; it is one of 
certain great increased commercial 
growth as an incident to the war. Be- 
fore the end of two years we will have 
absorbed much of the commerce with 
South America and the Orient and Af- 
rica heretofore belonging to Germany 
and other countries which have each 
other by the throat, and which are en- 
gaged in killing each other with a 
heartlessness and fury never shown 
since the days that civilization spread 
over the world. To.relieve our com- 
merce from the conditions which the 
war has brought upon it, we have pass- 
ed a new navigation law, relieving our 
merchant marine from many of the 
stringencies which before rested upon 
it. We will see to it that the Ameri- 
can flag is floating upon vessels pre- 
pared to carry our agricultural and 
manufactured products to any market 
ready to buy them, even though it be 
necessary for the government to own 


the vessels.

Will the women of the south 
answer the call? 

They have their well-perfected machin- 
ery in their organizations. Now is the time 
to put those organizations to work in the 
one great common cause, in no way hazard- 
ing the department work which the feder- 
ated club movement has carried now for 


Canale twenty years. 


The crusade being initiated by the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s clubs 
to encourage the purchase of cotton 
goods, is one that should commend itself to 
the organized women of the entire south. 
If the president of the State Federation of 
Clubs in each of the cotton states would 
inaugurates a campaign similar to that being 
so actively pushed by the president of the 
Georgia Foderation, Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpatrick, 
the work of one hundred thousand women, 
working in the direction of patronizing cot- 
ton-meade goods, would assure an unprece- 
dentec impetus to the industrial life of the 
secticn. 

Mrs. Fitzpatric!:’s plan might be taken as 
a model by other state federations. 

Having issued a call te the women of 
Georgia to start at once the campaign for 
patronage of cotton goods, she arranged a 
special session to discuss the subject at the 
annual convention to hold in Albany, Ga., 
the last of October. 

This was followed by the announcement 
that under the arts and crafts committee 
of the Georgia federation a miniature expo- 
sition would be given at the time of the 
convention, when there would be shown in 
epitomized form every variety of cotton- 
made goods, from that of the most primitive 
type made according to ante-bellum methods 
to that finished in the most perfected form 
yet reached by textile art. 

The citizens of Albany have enthusiastic- 
ally espoused the movement, and the short 
time in which the work of the exposition is 
to be accomplished should put every loyal 
woman in the state to work. 

What ‘the women of Georgia are doing is 
an illuminating example of what the twen- 
tieth century woman is willing to do. When 
the women of the south come together and 
determine that they will do their part in 
meeting the emergency in the cotton indus- 
try there can be no doubt that there will be, 
instead of a threatening uncertainty, a car-

YOUR MORNING PAPER. 

One thing the European war is re-estab- 
lishing beyond all. dispute, and that is the 
advantage held by the morning newspaper 
in the reporting and appraising of news of 
world importance. 

This is not a criticism of the afternoon 
papers, which fill their respective fields. It 
is a simple statement of facts, the truth of 
which is ‘evident to every man and woman 
with the newspaper habit—and that means 
about all of them nowadays. 

In the very nature of things it is a phys- 
ical impossibility for the afternoon news- 
paper, printed on the moment, to more than 
summarize affairs at the best. When to this 
normal condition we have added the abnor- 
mal cloak of silence that covers Europe the 
additional strain put on the afternoon daily 
is obvious. 

The morning daily suffers from the 
embargo, but in incomparably less degree. 
News gatherers and writers throughout 
chaotic Europe, army officers themselves, 


the very source of news, not to mention | 


soldiers, have had time to 
breathe. For once in the bloody twenty- 
four hours there is a pause. It is then that 
the morning newspaper gets the “bulge” on 
its afternoon contemporaries, in more cohe- 
rent and less hysterical reports, in greater 
opportunity to sift fact from fiction, and, 
finally, in greater time to set a true and 
accurate value on the news at the place it 
is printed. 

The person who reads The Constitution 
knows he-has an exact summary, or at 
least as exact as the conditions permit, of 
the staggering history of the preceding 
twenty-four hours. Many times he finds in- 
flammatory reports of the day Nefore were 
erroneous. He realizes it is the current 
truth that -is being dealt him. The Consti- 
tution is particularly fortunate,-in that it is 
not only the one morning daily in its terri- 
tory, but the one daily of any sort having 
a first claim on the full and exclusive serv- 
ice of the Associated Press for morning 
publication. The significance of this fact is 
further seen when it is remembered that 
the old reliable “A. P.” is today recognized 
as the most authentic and quickest source 
of news the world over.

PAYING THE PRICE. 


In summing up the price of war in the 
mowing down of millions, The London 


Chronicle says: 


“Russia calls a million Sixteenth Cen- 
tury peasants from the flelds and Germany 
makes an end of them. Another million take 
their place. Death again. Another million. 
And, yet another million of these Sixteenth 
Century peasants. And when it is all over, 
those who are left will go back to their 
fields. 

“But Germany, France, England, particu- 
larly England and Germany, where will they 
turn when the million dead are shoveled 
under bloody soil? The bricks and mortar 
of industry may be still standing; but where 
will credit be found? And what will the 
millions of starving factory hands be do- 
ing? Happy the Russian peasant who will 
go back to his Sixteenth Century and his 
field, telling the time by the sun’s shadow. 
Industry in Europe, with other things of 
older date, will lie in ruins.” 


And so it is, and so it has ever been and 
will be until that day when “world peace” 
shall cease to be a name. These innocent 
millions, leading the severely simple life, 
whose little world is bounded by scant har- 
vest fields; who were “never heard of half 
a mile from home,” and know just enough 
to love their toil-burdened lives and the 
rude shelter of their homes, go blindly to 
death, that kings may keep their crowns, 
which they still might do without such 
awful sacrifice. 

And then there is the after suffering—the 
picture of a country’s industry “in ruins.”

The Cotton Problem. 


(From The St. Louis Republic.) 


The situation of the cotton-growing in- 
dustry in view of the war presents two dis- 
tinct problems—distinct, but related. One is 
the problem of getting enough money into 
the hands of the grower to harvest his 
crop; the other is the problem of maintain- 
ing cotton prices, in view of the disorgan- 
ization of the cotton manufactures of Eng- 
land, Germany and France, who together 
take from us more than $400,000,000 worth 
of the staple annually. 

A cotton harvest cannot be gathered 
without a very large expenditure in cash. 
There are four items of expense which must 
be met as incurred: the farmer must pay his 
pickers, pay the ginning, and pay cash for 
the bagging that envelops his bales, and 
the steel ties that hold them together. The 
expense of picking varies from $8 to $16 
per bale of 500 pounds; the total cash cutlay 


‘may reach $20 a bale. The farmer may have 


a running account at the store and give 
notes for the value of the mules necessary 
to cultivate his land and even for the rent 
of the Tand itself; Dut the expense of pick- 
ing, ginning, bagging and ties must be met 
when incurred. 

These items create the need which is 
usually loosely referred to as that of 
“money. to move cotton’’—that is, to. move it 
from the field to the railway platform or 
river landing. This need our banks and 
business men aré accustomed to meet every 
year, and every year the financing has been 
done more efficiently. 

Twenty-five years ago banks in the cotton 
region were few; “factors’’—cotton buyers— 
from the great cotton centers lent money 
to the farmers to finance the harvest. Much 
money was lost through the factor’s im- 
perféct knowledge of conditions in regions 
remote from his observation; these losses 
finally fell, of course, not upon the factor, 
but upon the honest and capable farmer, who 
had to pay an excess price for financial ac- 
commodation to make good the losses of the 
lender by the incompetent and the dishonest. 
About twenty years ago the south began to 
organize country banks and the financing 
of the cottom crop to be taken over by them. 
Now the loans at harvest time are made, 
not by the (factor in St. Louis, Memphis, 
Shreveport or New Orleans, but by the coun- 
try banker who has the farmer’s account 
and knows all about his circumstances. 


These banks, with the support of the great. 


financial institutions of St. Louis and the 
other large centers, are fully able to finance 
the crop now coming tv maturity if only the 
bankers can see their way to avoid loss 
through the depreciation of the price of 
cotton on account of the reduced demand 
abroad. 

Two things stand out clearly in this con- 
nection. Tha first is that there is sure to 
be a bertain reduction in cotton prices, for 
the simple reason that there is no possible 
way in which the price of anything can be 
wholly maintained while consumption is re- 
Guced and production remains the same. The 
second capital fact is that the value of 
cotton is so substantial, since its liability 
to depreciation through storage is so small 
and the world’s need of it is 80 constant 
that if arrangements are made for holding 
for a time the excess of the crop over 
the immediate demand the _ situation will 
right itself without any considerable de- 
preciation of price or any serious embDarrass- 
ment to the cotton grower. 

Europe last year took just a trifle less 
than 57 per cent of our cotton—8,200,000 
bales out of 14,400,000. The United States 
and Canada*consumed 6,190,000. Experts cal- 
culate that our mills may be counted upon 
to consume one-third more than last year; 
this would dispose of 2,060,000 bales more 
and bring down the amount still to be dis- 
posed of to a little over 4,000,000 bales if 
the crop should be as large as last year. 
There is no reason to anticipate anything 
like a total cessation of demand from any 
considerable European customer except Ger- 
many, who cannot get cotton without her 
ships running the gauntlet of the English 
and French coasts. England, France and 
Italy will, without doubt go on spinning and 
weaving, the first two in somewhat reduced 
quantities. These three countries ought to 
absorb more than half what they took last 
year, which would bring their demand {> 
perhaps 2,000,000 bales. This would leave 
about 2,000,000 bales yet to be taken care of. 
If sacrificed, this’ cotton ‘would, of course, 


exchange an attempt has been made to get 
an estimate of the aggregate amount of 
American securities at par which, before the 
London stock exchange closed, were held 
in Great Britain and on the continent of 
Europe. An estimate of the total American 
securities held abroad was made some time 
ago by Sir George Paish, editor of the lead- 
ing economic journal of Great Britain, and 
regarded as a very high authority on finan- 
cial conditions. Sir George’s estimate, set 
forth in the form of statistics, has always 
been found fairly accurate. He was quoted 
as having said that about six billions of 
American securities were early in the pres- 
ent year in the hands of European investors. 

Upon what this estimate was based was 
not explained. But it was noticed that those 
to whom inquiry was made in this city were 
inclined to think that the estimate was 
rather high. 

If it should be fairly accurate, then since 
1900 Great Britain and the continent of 
Europe have increased their holdings of 
American securities by not less than three 
billions and very likely as much as four 
billion dollars. 

In 1899. and continuing over into 1900, 
there were sold in Europe, principally in 
London and through private and therefore 
unrecorded means, about a billion of Amer- 
ican securities estimated at par value. At 
that time the best authorities in this city 
estimated that just before this selling move- 
ment began Europe held about three billions 
of American securities. That was the view 
taken by the late Frederick D. Tappen. He 
was in fairly good condition to give an 
estimate. He was chairman of the clearing 
house association committee whose duty it 
was to test the real value of the gold 
brought into the United States from Europe 
in 1899. The aggregate amount of this gold 
was a hundred millions. When it arrived 
at the clearing house, the average deposit 
being about one million a day, it was criti- 
cally tested as to weight and fineness by the 
committee of which Mr. Tappen was chair- 
man. Upon the results of these tests were 
based the clearing house gold certificates 
which were to be paid out to the banks 
which had deposited the gold in the clearing 
house vaults. 

When this gold movement was nearly 
over, Mr. Tappen spoke of it as extraor- 
dinary, really without precedent, because it 
came to this country in the payment of 
trade balances notwithstanding the fact that 
London and the continent of Europe had 
been selling American securities. Mr. Tap- 
pen estimated that the total sales while this 
movement was under way were not far from 
a billion § dollars. Therefore the United 
States had not only absorbed one-third of 
its estimated debt to Europe represented by 
securities investment, but had in addition 
imported one hundred millions of gold. 

. A Great Market. 

If, therefare, the estimate of Sir George 
Paish, that at the beginning of the year 
1914 Great Britain and the continent of 
Europe held about six billions of American 
securities, is correct, they must have pur- 
chased since the year 1900 from three bil- 
lions to four billions of these securities. 

In view of the so-called “silent” or “rich 
man's panic” of 1902 and the currency panic 
of 1907, it seems to many of whom inquiry is 
made almost incredible that purchases of 
American securities could have been made 
abroad aggregating four billion dollars. 
Still London and Germany and France may 
have taken advantage of our own depreci- 
ated market in 1902 and bought securities in 
large amounts. 

The best authorities were of the opinion 
that the panic of 1884 was caused by the 
great expansion of railway construction 
which -led to the closing out in London. and 
on the continent of Europe of railway se- 
curities in enormous amounts. The undue 
expansion of credit thereby occasioned 
brought on the panic of 1884, although the 
immediate cause was the failure of the pri- 
vate banking house of-Grant & Ward. 

The estimate commonly made in the 
securities market district of the aggregate 
amount of American securities which were 
sold in Europe immediately after the out- 
break of the war and which were dumped 
upon the American market, thereby justi- 
fying the closing of our own stock exchange, 
was that the total did not exceed about one 
hundred and. twenty-five millions. There is 
always a tendency, good judges said, to 
exaggerate figures in times like those of the 
present moment. For instance, it was com- 
monly believed that one of the steamers 
which recently arrived from New York with 
a large amount of American securities which 
had been sold in the London and other 
European markets brought a total of $40,- 
000,000 of these securities. But the fact was 
that the,amount was much less than this, 
so that it was all the more easy to arrange 
privately for the liquidation of these securi- 
ties. 

But, in any event, if Great Britain and 
the continent of Europe held early this year 
American securities of the par value of 
$6,000,000,000, then the sale of one hundred 
millions, or thereabouts, after the war began 
would not greatly affect these holdings. In 
fact, our own market could have easily cared 
for the sale aggregating one hundred mil- 
lions provided the securities had not been 
dumped on the stock exchange in a single 
day or in two or three days. 

An illustration of this can be furnished 
by an incident in the “silent” or “rich man’s 
panic,” of 1902, The late Commodore Van 
Santvoord was the owner of about six mil- 
lions of St. Paul railroad stock. That stock 
commanded one day a price far in excess 
of that which the commodore paid for it. 
He decided’ to sell it so that he could gain 
the profit, feeling certain that he could buy 
it back again after the panic was over. But 
upon inquiry he found that it was not going 
to do for him to offer that stock in one 
lump. The effect of that would have been 
instantly to depreciate its market quotation. 
When he learned that the only available way 
was for him to break it up into small blocks 
and to let the sale run over several days he 
decided not to sell. 

Yet he estimated that had he taken ad- 
vantage of the market and some two weeks 
later bought back his stock the transaction 
would have netted him some $700,000. 

Another Point of View. 

If it be true that Great Britain and the 
continent of Europe still hold approximately 
six billions of American securities, this esti- 
mate must be reckoned with in attempting 
to adjust our own condition with the one 
which has prevailed in Europe for some time. 
Besides that, a stupendous debt against the 
United States of that kind will make it im- 
possible for a speedy realization of the 
dreams of those who have thought that the 
war in Europe might résult in making New 
York the great credit center of the* world.

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RINE MEASURE 


Declares America’s Right 


to Buy Any Nation’s Ships 
for Neutral Purposes Can 
Not Be Disputed. 


‘Washington, September 1.—The right 
of the United States to buy merchant 
ships of any nationality for neutral 
Uses cannot be disputed by any nation, 
declared Secretary McAdoo, of the 
treasury department, today before the 
house merchant marine commit- 
administra- 


tion merchant marine bill. Mr. 
McAdoo refused, however, to discuss 
the diplomatic phases of the situation, 
when dsked if protests had been re- 
ceived from Great Britain or France 
against the possible government pur- 
chase of German vessels. 

Hearings on the bill were conclud- 
ed today and it will be taken up to- 
Morrow for immediate committee ac- 
tion. An early report to the house is 
expected. : 

Indorses Alexander Bill. 

Secretary McAdoo heartily indorsed 
the Alexander bill, which provides for 
the organization of a $10,000,000 cor- 
poration with power to buy, buold and 
operate ships in the foreign trade and 
the government as majority stockhold- 
er. He said that as some of the lines 
to be established probably would be 
Operated at a loss, private capital would 
not be attracted, the government prob- 
ably supplying the entire capital. 

“Do you understand,” asked Repre- 
Sentative Saunders, “that there is 
grave objection on the part of Great 
Britain and France to our taking over 
the German bottoms, which have been 
driven out of the foreign trade by the 
war?’ 

“Of course, I cannot discuss the diplo- 
Matic phases. of the question,” said 
Secretary McAdoo. “That is the busi- 
ness of the state department. It can- 
not be successfully disputed, however, 
that this government has the right to 
buy ships. from German companies or 
anyone else so long as it buys those 
Ships for neutral uses.” 

“It is stated that payment for the 
ships would be in the nature of supply- 


» ing funds to a belligerent nation,” ob- 


served Representative Saunders. 


Not Owned by Germany. 


“The ships are not owned by the 
government. They are owned by pri- 
vate citizens and the money would be 
Paid to those citizens, not to the gov- 
val hy answered Mr. McAdoo. 

“But it is said that these lines are so 
closely connected with the government 
that payment would be practically to 
the government,” Mr. aunders per- 
sisted. 

“I think there is nothing in that ob- 
jection,” said-the secretary. 

“There is no more punctilious citizen 
of the United States with respect to 
neutrality,” he continued, “than the 
president, who would be the chief rep- 
resentative of the government in the 
company to be organized under this 
bill @ can rest assufed of absolute 


neutrality.” 


The secretary explained that the 
government would be exactly in the 
same position as a private stockholder 
so far as international conditions were 


©oncerned, and that the question of 


sovereignty never would be raised in a 
prize court.

Washington, September 1.—State de- 
partment officials, who today discussed 
General Carranza’s action in closing the 
port of Vera Cruz, pointed out that his 
object probably was to increase pres- 
ent customs revenues by diverting com- 
merce to ports under Mexican control. 
At Vera Cruz duties are collected by 
American officials, and after deduction 
of the costs of .administration, the 
funds collected are impounded to be 
paid to the Mexican government at a 


later date. 

Little embarrassment to the Ameri- 
can forces at Vera Cruz is expected 
from the Carranza order, as there will 
be no interruption with shipping des- 
tined exclusively to that port, although 
coastwise traffic is snut off. 

Any falling off in Vera Cruz customs 
due to the new order will be borne by 
the Carranza govérnment since the cus- 
toms ultimately are to be turned over 
to the Mexican government. Part of 
the Vera Cruz customs receipts are 
pledged to redeem a loan advanced to 
General Huerta by French bankers. 

There is no indication that American 
forces will be withdrawn from Vera 
Cruz soon. To all inquiries Secretary 
Bryan replied today that neither this 
nor the question of recognition of the 
Carranza government as yet had been 
considered formally. No decrease in 
the naval forces now in the gulf of 
Mexico is contemplated and the plan 
to have Rear Admiral Fletcher, who 
soon will succeed Rear Admiral Badger 
as commander-in-chief of the Atlantic 
fleet, take over the command in Hamp- 
ton Roads, has been abandoned.
